Truman Asks 
Congress To 
Check Rising 
Living Costs

Washington, July 27 W—President 


Truman today demanded limited 
price control and an excess profits 
tax to help check the rising cost 
of living and avert "another great 
depression." 


A depression, he said, would scuttle 


"the world's hope for a lasting 
peace." 


The President coupled a reiterated 


plea for power to hold wages in line 
with his price control recommenda- 
tion. And he personally confronted 
the politically hostile 80th Congress 
with six other proposed brakes on 
spending—among them a return to 
credit restrictions and standby ra- 
tioning authority. 
• 


Communists Want Crash 


"The Communists, both here and 


abroad, are counting on our present 
prosperity turning into a depres- 
sion," the Chief Executive declared. 
"They do not believe that we can— 
or will—put the brakes on high 
prices. They are counting on an 
economic collapse in this country." 


That, he said, "would cut the 


~ ground from under the free nations 


of Europe." 


Mr. Truman addressed a joint 


meeting of the Senate and House on 
the second day of the special session 
he called in the heat of a Presiden-. 
tial campaign year. 


But his language was far more 


restrained than it was on his west- 
ern tour, or in his acceptance speech, 
to the Democratic national conven- 
tion. Then he referred repeatedly to 
the Republican-controlled SOtfa Con- 
gress as one of the worst in the na- 
tion's history. 


Details Not Given 


The President did not spell out 


the details of his price control pro- 
gram. He left that a question to be 
answered by an administration bill 
promised later this week—perhaps 
tomorrow. 


But he did say the controls should 


be authorized for ."scarce commodi- 
ties which basically affect essential 
industrial production or the cost of 
living."

RELIEF ROLLS 


Will the present steadily increas- 


ing inflation cause an increase in 
public assistance? 


That was the question bothering 


the 
Adams County Assistancte' 


Board today, and the only answer 
was a probable "yes." 


The Assistance board must make 


up a budget for the coming quarter, 
and in studying its case load at a 
regular meeting in the assistance 
offices, Monday night, found that 
there has been a steady increase in 
aid to dependent children over the 
past year — an increase that may 
continue and steadily enlarge in 
scope. 


Example Cited 


There was one case which the 


board-feared might become a trend. 
A family with ten children has come 
on the assistance rolls for the first 
time. There has been no change in 
the father's occupation, he still does 
a full day's -work. He never had to 
seek assistance Before, but his salary, 
which once took care of all, no longer 
can be spread out to provide food and 
housing for all. The assistance board 
investigation showed that the father 
was making less than the minimum 
amount that assistance can give and 
so he receives a supplemental pay- 
ment each month to bring his in- 
come for the support of twelve up 
to the minimum that assistance 
would give. 


Pointing out that in many cases 


large families received some support 
from grandparents, uncles and aunts 
•who once were able to help out 
somewhat out of their additional 
cash, the board wondered if the 
increased cost of living might pre- 
vent that type of family aid and add 
another pressure which will bring 
many larger families of "working 
men in the lower wage classifications 
on to the assistance rolls. 


All told there has been an increase

The cold war between Soviet 


Russia and the Democracies had its 
genesis in ideology—aggressive Com- 
munism bent on world conquest— 
but its outcome is going to be de- 
termined by economic factors 


Of course military power will play 


an important part, but that is based 
on economic well-being 
As for 


ideology, man is given to thinking 
with his stomach. His ideological 
leanings are likely to be decisively 
influenced by the amount of foodj 
(plus a corresponding allotment of i 
other necessities) available for his 


family. 


That is the significance of the 


Marshall Plan, and it dominates 
the whole crisis. The task of the 
democracies is to hold the present 
"military front" through Central 
Europe to give the Marshall Plan 
time to put Western Europe on its 
ieet economically. 


Many Obstacles 


Actually the three major Democ- 


racies in Germany—America. Britain 
and Prance—haven't anything like 
as great military strength in the 
field as has Russn. However, the 
potential striking-power which the 
Democracies could develop is greater 
than that which the Soviet could 
produce in the same length of time. 
So we have a "cold" war instead 
of a "hot" one. 


The task of the Democracies, 


therefore, is to hold along the so- 
called Stettin-Adriatic "battle-line" 
across Europe while the Marshall 
Plan does its job That will restore 
the ability of the Democracies to

PRICE OF MILK 


TO BE BOOSTED 


Harrlsburff, July 27 W—A state- 


wide boost of one or two cents a 
quart to an all-time high in the 
price of milk in Pennsylvania by 
mid-August appeared almost a cer- 
tainty today. 


The state Milk Control Commis- 


sion, faced with a threat of depleted 
supplies, said today it is considering 
drafting tentative orders raising both 
the wholesale and retail prices to 
meet out-of-state competition. 


"The first mandate the commis- 


sion has Is to assure an adequate 
supply of pure and wholesome milk 
for the public," commented John J. 
Snyder, commission members, to a 
reporter. "To do that, it is no longer 
a question of a raise m price, but 
how much."
